Bad luck in small quantities makes 
good luck more palatable. Here’s 
hoping we get nearly choked next 
year. 

If some profiteers who are making 
72 per cent, profit were hit a& hard 
as some of our farmers around this 
district this dry year they would be 
quite willing to give a little to “the 
Glory of God," and ask humbly to be 
forgiven of their sefilshness. 

July 19th was surely “peace day” 
in Vulcan. The town slumbered 
quietly all Saturday and Sunday, the 
only disturbance being the autos leav- 


tion of merit. We have samples in 
the farming community. A few of 
them in this district, but not many, 
and these few, like the weed will be 
eradicated this year because condi¬ 
tions will not meet with their specu¬ 
lative expectations. We haven’t had 
enough^molsture this year to Insure 
a crop sufficient to pay for the entire 
obligations and cost of a big farm In 
one season, so these “toadstools” will 
not thrive in consequence, and many 
of them will be condemning the coun¬ 
try and leaving it with their curses 
upon It. It’s a “rotten country’* for 
such people but a good one for such 
as have the back-bone to stay with 
it. Weather exigencies, over which 
we have no control, are not combat- 
able with human hands or minds, and 
arc to be withstood philosophically, if 
success is to be finally achieved. The 
stories, and true ones, of the wonder¬ 
ful crops of this country, which have 
paid for the farms in one season, 
have attracted a few “toad-stools” to 
this locality, and now having come 
squarely up against one of the 
greatest droughts this country has

PERSONAL LETTER ON HAY 

CONDITIONS IN THE NORTH 


The following interesting letter re¬ 
garding hay conditions in the north 
country has been received by Mr. G. 
W. Johnston and with his ^permission 
we publish it, hoping it to te of in¬ 
terest tq many of our readers: 

Kinuso, Alla., July 7th 1919 
Vulcan Co-Operative Co., Ltd., 

Mr. Gyy W. Johnson, Mgr. 

Vulcan, Alta.:— 

Dear Sir,—I wish to thank you for 
your veiy kind letter of June 26th. 1 
might say thkt I wish the south coun¬ 
try in general could have some of the 
rain that we could get along withoui 
that we are having at this time. The 
lake has raised over three feet this 
summer. With the three’ days rain 
that we have just had it will raise 
perhaps another foot. Hope that it 
will quit soon so we can begin hay¬ 
ing by the 15th of this month if 
possible. 

Regarding to hay permits I only 
know of a few privately.owned pieces 
that possibly could be had If some 
one has not already- picked them up. 
Of course there is the Driftpile Indian 
Reseive where we have our permit 
and a large Government hay reserve 
at Grouard which has jyst been 
thrown open to returned soldiers. 1 
think at this time that all the |ndian 
Reserve ha's been taken as to~haj 
rights. T®e other land would have to 
be had from the individuals who filed 
on it. The only way I can see would 
be to send a man up to buy for you 
out I am afraid that at this time it 
is a little late for this year. The bet¬ 
ter way would, I think be to buy it In 
ihe stack and send your outfit up to 
bale and haul. I could, if you wished, 
buy some in the stack for you. The 
great trouble is that mogt of the 
people got such _a stinging from the 
hay speculators last year that they 
are going to be hard to deal with tl»H 
year. In all cases there will have to 
be money paid to hold the hay as 
most people have to have it to help 
finance themselves. 

The Pacific Cartage Mgr. has just 
been up and do not know what he did 
only it is reported that he has bought 
a piece that we have the refusal on. 
i heard the other day that there has 
been several speculators around but 
do not think that they had much suc¬ 
cess as they wanted to buy on the 
ground as you suggested and the 
people are not v anting to do that 
this year only in such cases as the 
Indian lands.

Crops Qi&t 
grew fairly well at points between 
Lethbridge and Medicine Hat and on 
the Suffield branch, likewise on the 
main line of the C. P. R. have beer 
subject to steady reduction for the 
past three weeks. 

Many people are Holding tlieii 
crops in the hope that they may get 
seed for next year, but they would 
be better to cut them for feed wheie 
they have reached any height ant 
trust to some other arrangement foi 
seed next spring. There are limitei 
localities also where Crops will fui • 
hish something more than seed. The 
country on the main line of the CJ J . 
R. tributary to the railway, between 
Gleichen and Bassano and also north 
to the Goose Lake Line betweei’ 
Rockyford and Drumheller will havi 
some crop, but cases of this kind are 
not sufficiently nunierous to affect the 
unfavorable conditions over the whole 
area. There is nothing to be said 
except that the grain crop in South¬ 
ern Alberta is a failure. The pas¬ 
ture and hay are equally light and 
the situation is bad for Jive stock arid 
equally precarious for the health and 
welfare of the settlers and their 
families. The scarcity of hay in Cen¬ 
tral Alberta and the prices that will 
have to be paid for it are going to 
make it impossible for.southern stock 
men to buy Alberta hay to feed their 
stuff. The chances for disposing of 
stock are also poor. The local mar¬ 
kets can not absorb and redistribute 
the live stock of the south and the 
prices obtainable by southern farm¬ 
ers for their stock are not what they 
should be. There seems a need ol 
finding an outside market for the 
stock. Flax is standing still and will 
not realize very much of a crop.

GERMANY’S PAY DAY. 

The Peace Treaty, which Germany 
has unconditionally accepted, binds 
her as to the following tequirementg. 

Her European domain is reduced 
from 208,825 to 172,000 square miles; 
population from 66,000,000 to 54,009,- 
000. She loses all her colonies an 
area of 2,050,000 square miles. 

Portions of Germany go to Poland, 
Czechoslovakia and Belgium. Danzig 
is internationalized, and plebiscites 
are to be held in upper Sllesie, East 
Prussia, Schleswig and the Saar dis¬ 
trict to determin their national sta- 
. tus. 4 

The German arm^ must shrink by 
March, 1920, from 2,000,000 men to 
100,000 menf; the navy will retain six 
battleships and six cruisers out of 41 
battleships and 49 cruisers and there 
must be no military or naval air 
forces. 

German forts for 50 kilometers east 
of the Rhine must be dismantled and 
the fortifications In Heligoland de¬ 
molished. 

Germany is allowed to produce but 
little war material and ca»not trade 
in If. She must open her pet Kiel 
Canal to craft of all nations and per¬ 
mit the Allies to occupy certain dis¬ 
tricts for fifteen years or until she 
makes full reparation. 

She becomes responsible for all 
damages to the Allied Governments 
and their citizens, promises reim¬ 
bursement of civilian damage” with 
an initial payment of $6,000,000,000, 
and consents to the trial of the Kais¬ 
er and others chargeable with preci¬ 
pitating the great war.
